PARIS, Frnncc— (A3) — The French 


cabinet, meeting in a 
virtual ''war 


council," denounced Adolf Hitler's re- 
militarization of the Rhineland Sun- 
day and ordered land and air forces 
to assemble on Germany's frontiers as 
a precautionary measure.

Q—Rhubarb and tomatoes, cook-

'harmful'to'one who eats the rhu- 
;barb or tomatoes? Is rhubarb of 
any value from the standpoint of 
vitamins? Is it fattening? 


A. -The effect of rhubarb and 


tomaotes on aluminum has alarm- 
ed many persons. There is no evi- 
dence, however, that any harm 
comes, from eatirjg foods cooked in 
aluminum pans. The small amount 
of aluminus compounds which may 
be taken in will have no effect on 
a person, because such .aluminum 
compounds do not dissolve and are 
not absorbed in the body. • 


Rhubarb is of considerable value, 


as are all fresh vegetables, from 
the standpoint of vitamins. It is 
not particularly high in su?ar con- 
tent and therefore makes a useful 
ingredient of a diet for one who 
does not wish to gain weight. .It 
does, however, have definite laxa- 
tive qualities and therefore may 
have to be taken in moderation by 
certain persons.

1 1-3 Million Dollars Set 


Up for Experiment 


With Highways 


WASHlNGTON.-(yp}-The Agricul- 


ture Deportment announced Sunday 
Secretary Wallace had set aside $1,- 
300,000 for field tests of new uses for 
cotton in highway construction. 


The new program, to be administer- 


ed by the Bureau of Roads and the, 
Farm 
Administration, contemplates | 


diversion of manufactured cotton fab- 
ric for use as reinforcement in bitum- 
inous surface roads 
and for cotton 


mats to spood the curing of concrete 
highways. 


Officials plan to provide sufficient 


fabric for 1,000 miles of bituminous 
surface and 80,000 cotton mats for con- 
crete roads. The mats will be dis- 
tributed among projects in every state 
The material will be made available 
to state highway commissions upon 
their request. 


Thomas MacDonald. chief of the 


Roads Bureau, recently endorsed ex- 
periments in cotton mat uses develop- 
ed by the Texas Highway Commission 
and the department said experiments 
in use of fabric had been conducted 
in South Carolina for several years. In
